LUCERNE, Cal., July 14 — Iron-man 
Larry Bergquist, #888x on his trusty 
250cc Bultaco, won the two forty-five- 
loop Hilltoppers Hare Scrambles held 
near Lucerne. Phil Bowers, #139x, was 
second on a 250cc Yamaha, and Tim 
Smith took third on a 360 Montesa. 


Twice around the course was to be a 
rough go for big bikes and trail bikes 
alike. The starting line was at the end 
of the dry lake, going up a sandwash into 
sandy boondocks on an uphill grade, and 
it took a little pressure to stay with the 
pack. It was mostly sandy, choppy, and 
dusty trails all the way, with a long flat- 
out fire road, and then a no-good, rocky, 
downhill, This hill was completely cov- 
ered by head-sized rocks, with no sand 
to speak of until a lot of riders had gone 
down it and pushed some of the rocks to 
the side. They uncovered only two feet 
of sand, and the rest of the two-hundred- 
feet down was rocks, Then there was a 
good fifth-gear fire road, more deep, 
sandy, downhill trails, and into the pits. 

Bergquist led it into the pits the first 
time around, with Bowers coming through 
second. After the pits, the course ran 
the full length of the ‘Soggy Dry Lake,” 
at least a full mile, and at the end.of the 
Jake was the choppiest stuff I have ever 
seen, with lots of small bushes in deep, 
powdery sand, We then crossed the start- 
ing line and headed up the sandwash again. 

Bergquist came in for the win after 
these two rough loops with Bowers sec- 
ond and Smith in third, Lynn Fortner, 
#506, got a bad start and took off the line 
almost last, but he worked his way up to 
fourth on a 360 Maico; not а bad day's 

work in the hot sun on a new bike, 
Jack Byers, #3 on a 500cc Rickman, 
pulled in fifth, and Kurt Luhmeyer, #50x,

The third heat was 
an example of the old school of broad- 
sliding as Stu Morley came up from a 
20-yard handicap to take the win with 
Larry Heinselmann in second, The next 
heat was Bruce Haserot’s chance to bea 
hero as he and Mike Spitzer flew around 
the track side by side with Bruce taking 
the win. The fifth and fastest heat of the 
night had the crowd on its feet and 
screaming at the top of their lungs as it 
pitted Jack O’ Brien, John Hateley, Shorty 
Seabourne, and Sonny Nutter along with 
Jim Ashworth and Robbie Wells. Being 
second high point man, O’Brien was 
handicapped 25 yards with Hateley on the 
20-yard line.

CZ 360cc MOTO-CROSS TEST 


By Bill Pettigrew 


The CZ 360cc moto-cross motorcycle is one of the finest bikes we 
have had the privilege to test here at Cycle News. To qualify that 
statement would be hard to do in print, but we'll give it a try. With 


mostofthe world championship moto-cross meets now over, Joe] Robert 
and his CZ 360 have virtually got the 500cc title in their hands. 


From the minute we unloaded our test 
bike at the now defunct Forst Ranch 
moto-cross course it was sheer excite- 
ment in the brewing, The brand-new 
machine had no miles at all; in fact it 
was started only once when it was ser- 
viced for our test. It fired on the first 
kick, to our surprise, and off we went 
for an easy first lap, From the moment 
we pulled away it was evident that this 
was a no frills out-and-out racer from 
the box. In fact the CZ has to be one of 
the finest ready to race machines on 
the market! 

After the warm-up lap we decided to 
see just how good this rig's suspension 
was at high speed and we weren't dis- 
appointed. Although we subjected the 360 
to numerous teeth-jarring drops on the 
front forks, it never once bottomed, The 
rear suspension worked just as well 
with a good solid feel at all speeds and 
none of that see-saw action found on 
some other products. 

With the CZ being a twin exhaust 
single cylinder motorcycle the factory 
has virtually wiped-out any problems 
with rings in the ports, With a large 
displacement like the 360 it is usually to 
be found that the finning willbe generous 
because of being a two-stroke, and the 
finning found on the 360's barrel and 
head very generous. Throughout the test 
there was no problem at all with over- 
heating. 

The standard 21-inch front wheelgoes 
along with the standards in moto-cross, 
If a prospective buyer was to use the 
machine for desert we would recommend 
a 19-inch rim and a 4,00 tire due to the 
long soft sandwashes found in the west- 
ern U.S, Where a 2,75 tire on a 21-inch 
rim would slice it’s way through the 
sand, a 4,00 on a 19-inch rim would 
float above the sand and give better 
control,

The CZ transmission is extremely 
strong and works very smoothly with all 
shifts having a short throw and being 
absolutely positive. At no time in the 
test, even in the anxious moments, was 
a shift ever missed, 

Power band on the 360 is very wide 
with usable power coming on in the low 
rev range as well as the top end, Every

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Geared primary drive cuts out the 
usual problems found with the chain 
drive units found on other machines, The 
Jikov 32mm carburetor isn't an exotic
